l 1 or the first tine an many years classes in puppet eering will be offered 
this summer at The Cleveland Museum of Art. Conducted by The Sherman Puppet 
Theater the classes will begin June 17 and run through July 25, from 9:30 to 
11:30 & $ m. Students 6 through 9 years will meet on Tuesdays and Thursdays, students 
10 through 16 years will meet on Wednesdays and Fridays. 

The instructors will be Henry and Greta Carr Sherman, favorite Cleveland 
puppeteers. Their original and novel productions are approved by the Cleveland 
Board of Education and are well known to school children and adults alike.
